IKE HAS ANGUS AND BERKS 


Like many another farmer, Mr. Eisen- 
hower has changed his Gettysburg oper- 
ation from dairy to beef and hogs. In 
stead of milking 18 cows, gathering eggs 
from 150 White Leghorns, and looking 
after a couple of brood sows, Ivan 
Feaster, the President's farmer—besides 
harvesting 30 acres of wheat, 40 of corn, 
40 of oats and tending some 70 acres 
of meadow—has a growing herd of 
Angus cattle, all wearing chains and 
numbers, and a productive bunch of 
Berkshires to look after. 

The President takes an inquisitive 
delight in his livestock. When young 
Elden Holsapple delivered the bred 
Berkshire gilt, “Belle of Fishing Creek” 
to Mr. Eisenhower at the Gettysburg 
farm, just like a lot of other G.I.’s newly 
entered in the hog business, Ike asked 
about cross-breeding. Elden replied that 
he guessed it would be alright, but he 
assured Mr. Eisenhower out of the ex- 
perience of his Daddy, Warren Holsapple, 
of Lawrence Co., Ind., sir, the same who

After Elden and Willard Britten, the 
Berkshire secretary, got home they were 
informed that “Belle” had presented the 
President with 11 straight Berkshires. 

The old red brick farmhouse, built 
during Monroe's administration and 
standing intact below the hill—through 
Pickett’s charge and the bloody battle 
of Gettysburg—has been remodeled and 
added on to, but the bank barn remains 
the same, only painted white.

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Market Forecast 


Outlook Brightens 


but you still have to buy carefully or breed better ones 


Your outlook is brighter 
than a year ago. A moderate decrease 
in meat tonnage and higher consumer 
incomes are holding prices over last 
year's levels. Steer and heifer prices are 
up $1 to $5 a cwt. Both hogs and lambs 
are 50 cents to $1 higher. Dairy prices 
are up 3%. Feed costs also are up, but 
most of your feed is homegrown, so 
higher prices for livestock mean higher 
incomes from livestock farming than in 
1955. 


Beef steers and heifers of high 
Choice and Prime grade may have 
passed their price peak for this year, but 
will hold up fairly well through the 
next few months. The margin for slight- 
ly lower grades is attractive, but the 
areas that produce many of these high 
ly finished cattle are short of feed, and 
finishers in other areas are likely to be 
slow, fearing prices won't hold. 

Prices for cattle grading low Choice 
and down may have started a gradual 
seasonal decline that will continue un- 
til midwinter. Purchases of feeders 
weighing over 800 Ibs. have been near- 
ly 50% larger than in 1955. Short-feds 
from these purchases are showing up 
now and volume will grow larger in 
the next 3 orf 4 months. The price 
spread between feeder costs during the 
summer and current prices for short-feds 
encourages taking a quick profit. While 
prices for short-feds will work lower 
for several months, they probably will 
average $2 to $3 higher than last sea- 
son. 


Finishers’ profits on long-fed cattle 
in Aug.-Sept. were back near the fabu- 
lous 1950-51 They will shrink 
again as fat cattle prices go down, but 
are likely to stay better than average in 
the next few months and distinctly bet- 
ter than the break-even or money-losing 
basis of last fall and winter.

Prices for grass cattle are likely to 
be under pressure in the next 2 months 


unless drouth breaks soon. West and 


Southwest are short of winter feed; stock 
water is critically short in many areas. 
Selling of cows has increased, partly be- 
cause of drouth. 


Stocker and feeder cattie 
prices probably will work somewhat 
lower in late fall. Marketing has been 
heavy already, but there are still a good 
many to sell. Drouth continues to push 
cattle to market from a wide area. Short- 
age of feed and stock water and poor 
prospects for wheat pasture are reducing 
demand from sections that would nor- 
mally be laying in cattle for grain feed- 
ing or carrying through the winter. 
Loans on non-compliance corn are hold- 
ing back some buyers. Signs of a down- 
trend in short-fed cattle prices also make 
finishers cautious. While total purchases 
of stocker and feeder cattle continue 
large, it probably is because sellers rath- 
er than buyers are taking the initiative 
in closing deals. 

The next month or two will be a 
good time to sell long-fed cattle and 
also short-feds that show a good profit. 
Market action is likely to be shoppy. 
Hold back on breaks and wait for the 
next price rally. Some bargains in feed- 
er cattle are likely to be available. You 
will have a chance to average down the 
cost of earlier purchases. If you have 
plenty of roughage, it’s the time to look 
for plain feeders for light grain feeding 
for the spring market. 


Hog prices will dip lower in the 
next month or 6 weeks as market sup- 
plies rise to the fall peak. The price 
decline is likely to be moderate, how- 
ever. Hog prices showed surprising 
strength in early fall in spite of a sharp 
increase in receipts. Supplies in late fall 
and winter will be less than last year. 
Farmers in 9 Cornbelt states—the main 
hogbelt—had 11% fewer hogs on Sept. 
1 than a year previous. Based on the 
quarterly farrowing reports, the de- 
creases in market supplies from a year

in the Nov.-Jan. period. 

Prices probably will rise sharply 
from the late fall and early winter low 
and will be at fairly profitable levels 
through much of 1957. Cornbelt pro- 
ducers are planning to farrow 8% fewer 
sows for fall litters, and 4% fewer for 
the spring pig crop. The narrow hog- 
corn ratio will mean a cut also in the 
March-May pig crop next year. 

Sell your hogs rather closely in 
early November if prices are showing 
moderate strength. If prices are weak 
you can risk waiting for a rally. Hogs 
not quite ready can be carried into the 
winter, although it seems best to sell 
at weights of 230 pounds or less. Dis- 
counts on over-weights may increase. 

Breed as many sows and gilts as 
your labor and facilities will care for. 
They are likely to be in good demand 
by midwinter, especially if they have 
been mated to tested Meatype boars. 


Lamb prices will trend upward 
through the winter, but any advance in 
the next 2 months is likely to be small, 
but probably will average higher than 
last season. The early movement of feed- 
er lambs was heavier and costs were 
higher than last year. Feed costs also 
are higher. Profit margins are likely to 
be rather small; late feeding may be a 
little more profitable. 

Demand for breeding ewes has been 
more active since the first wool incen- 
tive payment was made. Growers are 
holding back more ewe lambs for re- 
placements. Northern yearling and two-

No. son, I'm sorry, but we 
can't stay over the week end. I didn’t 
bring you all the way up here to Austin, 
Minn., to pick out a fishin’ lake, even 
that one completely surrounded by 
pretty dairymaids. I reasoned that by 
looking at 3,200 hogs all in one place, 
all farrowed last spring, all judged and 
auctioned, the barrows cooled out on the 
hooks and measured up, we could learn 
something to better the 120 that we 
truck to market down home off our own 
farm. Even with corn @ $i.25, we 
ought to make more money converting 
it to pork. Or maybe we ought to get 
all purebred sows. 

What breed? Well, you help me 
decide as we jog on home. Maybe we 
can get by Purdue in time to see what 
they put out for us on Swine Day. You 
write it down; your old man will do 
the driving, and the directing! 

Oh, go ahead and send it in, if you 
like. Breeder's Gazette likes the real 
farmer low-down on everything—and I 
don't know that I was ever lower-down 
than in this 2nd-hand M.G. of yourn. 
If our fall pigs do o.k., you can get a 
real car, maybe, if your grades are good. 

Remember 2 years ago, when Proskes’ 
Berks were the top truckload and one of 
Oscar Anderson's boys had the grand 
champion barrow? Well, that was when 
they began bearing down on Muscle 
instead of fat. Indeed I seem to remem- 
ber that the Breeper’s GAZETTE story 
that year was titled “Muscling”—just 
one word, but it became a watch-word. 


Muscling, Specially Loin-eye 

Then last year—when Milo Wol- 
rab’s Berkshires were judged the best 
truckload and Oscar and his boys drove 
out another Anderson Poland China that 
was top single barrow-—Bailey Guard 
took pictures of the champion barrow 
of each breed, with a photo of the 10th 
rib pork chop from that very same hog. 
Not only that, but Bailey gave us the 
loin area, the length from the aich-bone 
to the forward edge of the Ist rib, the

depth of backfat, the % yield, and the 
value in $ and ¢ on the hoof. He based 
the Muscling on the sq. in. of Loin-eye. 
Leastwise that’s the way I read it. 

Well, now they've got these testing 
stations going, we farmers have sure 
got a lot more than a pedigree and a 
good-looking hog to go on, when we 
need a herd boar. They're even 
Certifying them, and Certifying the lit- 
ters by taking out 2 pigs and measuring 
them on the hooks—no guess work 
about that. From 180-200 Ibs.—light- 
weight class in the carcass contest—the 
loin-eye must be 3.5 sq. in. or more, the 
backfat 1 to 1.6 in., the length 28.5 to 
31.5 in. When a purebred boar sires 5 
such litters he himself is Certified. Great- 
est thing that ever struck this business 
since I began to sit up with Grandpap’s 
spotted sows all night is to have all 
the purebred records agree on one 
standard. We hogmen are working to- 
gether, that’s what! Eight of the breeds 
Certify, and 7 of them had representa- 
tive boars from a Certified Meat Litter 
on display in that Hog College. The 
record right there above each pen. A 
hogman’s D.H.LA.!

Barrows’ Brothers & Sisters 


Oh, yes, they showed boars and gilts 
of each major breed, along with the 
barrows. That's what makes it so ex- 
citing: a barrow is finished; the boars 
and gilts breed on. The senior spring 
boars and gilts are farrowed ‘twixt 
Feb. Ist and March 14th, and the 
juniors after March 15th, this year. The 
Light-weight barrows tip the Fairbanks- 
Morse from 190 to 210 Ibs.; the Med- 
iums, 210-225; the Heavies 225-240 Ibs. 
So, you thought you had me there— 
if the barrow weighs exactly 210 or 225? 
—but I asked Dave Owen, and he said 
you could go either way just so you 
told the breed supt. 

They figure up the total winnings 
—you can have just 2 entries in any 
class—and give papa all che credit for 
the Premier Sire award. Then they elect

a vice-president, or Reserve Premier Sire, 
in case they forget to vaccinate, which 
they never would. 

Yes, the grade and crossbred hogs 
had a division by themselves. And every 
one had a purebred sire, just like ours 
at home. In fact, 80 farmers entered 
truckloads. And would you know, out 
of the 15 prize loads a Yorkshire boar 
sired 9, a Tamworth 1, a Hampshire 1, 
a Montana 1, a Minnesota 1, and there 
was a straight Poland x Berkshire cross. 
Loren Peterson's Yorkshire x Chester 
White, all white, load from Martin Co., 
Minn., almost in loway, was first. Cham- 
pion individual crossbred was Owen Ol- 
son’s Light from Benton Co., Ia. Of the 
9 champions, 5 were Lights, 2 Mediums, 
2 Heavies. I think we'd better get ours at 
home finished from 190 to 210 Ibs., and 
quick, 54% months. 


Yorkshire Barrow Grand Champion 
Oh, boy, wasn’t he about the prettiest 
pig you ever saw—that Yorkshire grand 
champion? High tail on top a deep 
ham, long, trim, smooth as an egg, and 
white as an egg too, a white egg. Dick 
Bruene, from down in Tama Jim Wil- 
country, told me he made that 
205 Ibs. in 5 months and 3 days. First 
time he ever showed at the National too. 
Sure has got his eyes wide open, that 
hog farmer. He keeps 30 Yorkshire 
brood sows on his 240 acres. His herd 
sire is a P.R. boar and was Des Moines 
champ. 3 years ago. Richard sold a son 
of his boar to Louis Kristoff 
Eddieville, and when he dropped in to 
see how he was getting along Dick 
saw this pig in a litter of 12. He liked 
him enough to buy him off Louis and 
dub him “Longshot.” He sure paid off 
when the Jones Dairy Farm, Ft. Atkin- 
son, Wis., bid $4.10 a Ib. for him. You 
get their picture? Good. Well then, we 
can have little-pig sausages for break- 
fast—if we get this thing to Chicago 
in time for breakfast!

Notice that the reserve grand cham- 
pion was a Light too, a Hamp of John 
Volk & Sons’ herd from up on the Elk- 
horn in Nebraska. Yes, as I said, we'd 
better stick to the Lights, tho Hank 
Menough’s Middleweight Poland and 
Bill Miller's Heavyweight Berk were 
models of Meatype in any company. 
Indeed the Poland had 4 sq. in. of loin, 
the Berk 4.3, and there wasn’t .1 of an 
inch difference in their backfat. 


Hampshires Have Top Truckload 

Wasn't that truckload fight some- 
thing? George McGuire's 10 Hamps, 6 
barrows and 4 gilts, mind you, 190-lbers. 
from down there on the Elkhorn in Ne- 
braska, finally won the high award over 
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Show 


Milo Wolrab’s 10 Berks, 6 barrows and 
4 gilts, mind you, 195-lbers., from down 
on the Cedar in lowa. The champions 
brought $25.00 a cwt. on the day when 
tip-top meat hogs sold on the market 
for $16.10. One way to get full parity! 


You still griping about that carcass 
contest? I meant to ask those protessors 
how they got a pig with nearly an inch 
less length, %ths of a sq. in. less loin- 
eye, and only 1/10th of an inch more 
backfat, in 2nd below a pig that cut 
out only 11Y4¢ a cwt. less in value on the 
hooks, based on Chicago pork prices for 
the year. But of course you were pulling 
for those Future Farmers from Ham- 
ilton, Mo., I know. Makes no difference. 
They were both Hampshires. What's 
that, you say Dean Snyder had a Hamp 
in there with 5.35 sq. in. of loin, 30.9 
in. long, and only 1.6 in. backfat? 
Where'd he place? Oh, 8th. Well, a 
Duroc was 3rd, a York 4th, a Spot 5th, 
Berks 6th and 7th, all worth $17 in 
actual cut-out value. Evens it up. 97 
Snyder Hamps brought $13,640 Oct. 2. 


Great thing about this show, for a 
farmer looking in, anyway, is that they 
make them sell all the prizewinners. And 
the prize money is on a sliding scale 
too, depending on the number of entries. 
Biggest class I saw was the 41 Duroc 
senior bear pigs. Oh, the Hampshire 
Light-weight barrows had 48, did they? 


210-Lb. Boar in 120 Days 


Those Belted boys certainly did 
have a field day. Sold Ralph Wilson’s 
champion Hampshire for $6,000. Never 
heard of a spring pig of any breed 
bringing that much money before. But 
I got more comment about the $2,500 
boar bought by Staley Farms, Liberty, 
Mo., because he had gained 214 Ibs. a 
day in the Ames testing station and made 
100 Ibs. of pork out of 276 Ibs. of feed. 
This youngster weighed 210 lbs. when 
he was 4 days less than 4 months of 
age. He stood 3rd in class, but these 
breeders know what they're doing. As 
Rollie Pemberton said: we now have the 
evidence of what kind of heredity we're 
buying. The 15 Hampshire gilts aver- 
aged $290. The reserve champion bar- 
row had a loin-eye area of 4.23 sq. in. 
on the planimeter for Staley Farms. 


But the Yorkshires, with the grand 
champion barrow under their belt, sold 
their boars for an average of $207, with 
a $470 top, and not for the champion 
which brought $370. The gilts brought 
a $132 average, with a $360 top, and 
not for the champion, which sold for 
$225. It should be noted that the re- 
serve champion Yorkshire barrow, from

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What to Sow in November 


Rye! Sweet Clover! Or take a chance on wheat. 


by George Dungan

Empty fields in Novem- 
ber are few and far between. The surest 
crop to select for sowing in November 
is rye. Of all the small grains, winter 
rye has the most resistance to cold. It 
can be sown any time during the winter 
with confidence. 

Rye is not only more tolerant than 
other grains to cold, it actually grows 
at lower temperatures than the others. 
Whenever the temperature rises a degree 
or two above freezing, rye plants start 
growing. Of course, the amount of 
growth made during the winter is not 
great, but the crop will get established 
even when seeded late and be ready to 
take advantage of the first growing days 
in the spring. 


November Wheat May Be Okay 

Wheat seeded in November turns 
out well in some seasons. In mild winters 
and in winters with snow cover during 
the coldest weather, November seeded 
wheat may yield practically as much as 
that shown at the right time. 

One of the important 
fecting the success of winter grains sown 
late is the amount of available plant 
food in the soil. A well nourished plant 
is much more tolerant of unfavorable 
conditions than one that is poorly fed 
Some of the so-called “winter killing” 
might be more correctly described as 
“winter starvation.” Therefore, in sow- 
ing winter grains in November, be sure 
your soil is supplied with an adequate 
quantity of plant food. 

Some years ago Dr. H. L. Buckardt 
sowed some Turkey Red at Urbana dur- 
ing every month from October to May. 
He harvested wheat from seedings made 
from October through March. Of course, 
he got his best yield from the sowing 
he made in October. Counting the Octo- 
ber grain yield as 100%, the yield from 
sowings made in November was only 
49, in December 13, in January 29, in 
February 18, in March 4, and in April 0. 
But when winter catches wheat in the 
critical stage, the result will be a failure.

Nature Sows in November 


But Nature sows many of her seeds 
in November. Acorns, walnuts, beech- 
nuts, persimmons as well as other nuts 
and fruits fall to the ground during this 
month and the new plants get their 
start. Seed of the annual lespedezas shat- 
ter to the ground, where they become 
covered with debris and some soil during 
the winter. Sweet clover seed along 
roadsides and waste places is self sown 
in late fall. Much of the fully mature 
seed of sweet clover has an impervious 
coat which will not allow the seed to 
absorb water. This, apparently, is a pro-

vision of Nature to prevent germination 
during a favorable fall thus exposing 
the tender seedlings to certain death in 
the bitter cold soon to follow. 

Experiment Station workers in the 
Cornbelt recommend sowing unscarified 
seed of sweet clover in winter wheat 
during November or any time during 
the winter. The freezing and thawing 
will soften the seed coats and work 
the seed into the soil so that by the 
time conditions are favorable for germi- 
nation the seed will be in a good posi- 
tion for growth. Sowing half of the seed 
in the fall and the rest in the spring 
is a good way to insure a stand. 

November in the north temperate 
zone is a month for poets. Nature has 
finished her work for the season and 
the fruits of her labor have matured 
and become tolerant to the hardships of 
the months ahead. Grains hanging on 
tall plants have dried in the warm sun 
until the cold of winter has no injurious 
effect on them. The fruits that fall to 
the ground are protected by a fleshy 
pulp, a temporary dormancy, or by hard 
seed coats. Perennial plants, loaded with 
food reserves, change the contents of 
their cells so that low temperatures do 
no injury. Trees and shrubs shed their 
leaves and winter cereals and pasture 
grasses grow prostrate to reduce the dry- 
ing action of wind. Insects crawl under 
appropriate cover and hibernate for the 
winter. The troublesome corn borers 
burrow deeply into heavy stalks and 
undergo internal changes which prevent 
the fluid in their bodies from freezing. 

November marks the beginning of 
reduced activity in all cold-blooded 
living things. Some of these work against 
man's interests, but many of them bene- 
fit us greatly. Field crops stop their de- 
velopment, or nearly so, but so also 
do most plant diseases and insect pests. 
Entomologists tell us that the despised 
corn ear worm cannot survive the win- 
ter in the north central states. The in- 
festation each year depends upon the 
spread of ear worm moths from the 
southern states. If any one questions the 
value of cold to hold down insects and 
plant diseases let him live a year in the 
tropics. So, November is a month which 
calls for thanksgiving because of reasons 
other than an abundant harvest.

Ohio's Prot. Emeritus of Animal Husbandry 


1. How does the farmer’s cash income 
break down? One-half is derived from: 
cattle and calves, 16.7%; wholesale milk, 
12.2%; hogs, 99%; cotton, 9%, and 
wheat, 5.7%; according to USDA. 


2. At what rate is the population to be 
fed increasing? Births average one each 
8 seconds, deaths one each 21 seconds, 
so net gain is one each 12 seconds, or 
2% millions each year. 


3. Are farm slaughterers exempt from 
Federal meat inspection? Yes. 


4. How important is Federal meat in- 
spection? Last year 84,398 cattle, 38,596 
calves, 57,380 sheep, and 105,442 hogs 
were condemned for human food. 


5. Do Meatype hogs make as good 
gains in the feedlot? Yes, and when 
more roughage is used, costs are lower. 


6. What is claimed for Multiple Far- 
rowing? A leveling off of market sup- 
ply, avoiding extreme fluctuations in 
price as in seasonal shipping; more 
Light-weight hogs marketed; more bar- 
rows and gilts and fewer sows in the 
market run of hogs; and a better chance 
for more specialization in swine pro- 
duction, says Charlie Hughes of Armour. 


7. What is the usual bull-cow ratio 
in well managed range herds? From 1 
bull to 19.7 cows in the mountain states 
and California to 1:264 in Northern 
Great Plains states. A survey by Amer- 
ican National Cattlemen shows 5 bulls 
to 100 cows as a general rule. 


8. Why is the spaying of heifers not 
more generally practiced? Because the 
end does not justify the means: there is 
risk in the operation; most stocker and 
feeder heifers are now sold as calves 
hence a low incidence of pregnancy; 
many packers will weigh back the 
gravid uterus of heifers that prove 
“ealfy”; spayed heifers make slower 
gains in the feedlot; no premium is paid 
for them on the market. 


9. If an immature heifer becomes 
pregnant, which retards her growth 
more—the period of gestation or the sub- 
sequent lactation? Lactation. She should 
be turned dry as soon as possible. 


10. Working cattle is the one horse 
job for which there is no substitute; is 
there any reduction in the number of 
stock horses on ranches? Yes, since 
horses are now frequently trucked to 
the cattle range, the remuda may be 
reduced to 4 or 5 horses per cow hand, 
instead of the customary 10. 


11. How may slippery floors be made 
safe for livestock? A combination of 
rubber and cement mixed with water

tional circuit on the 44th Dairy Catile 
Congress at Waterloo, Ia. This is one of 
the great farm shows of the world, built 
by Ed Estel without subsidy from state, 
city or any other governmental agency— 
just on gate receipts and pay-as-you-go. 

Just about the busiest person on the 
grounds had nothing to do with the 
judging or grooming. It was Warren 
McVey, director of the Purdue Univer- 
sity farms in Indiana, who weighed 
every Milking Shorthorn calf and year- 
ling, bull and heifer, before they went 
into the ring. Warren was trying to find 
out which bloodlines gave the fastest 
gainers, thus backing up the steer end 
of the dual-purpose argument. He is 
probably getting similar information on 
the Red Polls at Pinney-Purdue Farm.

Purebred Boars for Farm Sows 


sir, I noticed you shooting 
and sister team, Myron 
and Marlys Damman—we went right 
past their farm a few miles east of 
Austin—as they showed those two Berk- 
shire boars, to champion and reserve. 
That's while I was out at the pens talk- 
ing with their father, Earnest, as he 
cleaned up their gilts and barrows.

(Choice), and AA’s (Extra Choice). The 
A’s sell for $90, the AA’s @ $115. Now 
that’s something for us farmers. No, 
we're not going to buy any $6,000 boar! 
That's for the top breeders. Before we 
came up here !'d concluded we'd pay 
$200 or $250 for a new boar. Now I'll 
say we ought to get a good one for $150

The Poland China boars averaged 
$193, the gilts $107. The champion boar 
brought $325, and went to the Miss. 
Delta; top price of $650 was paid for 
Albert Kohler’s junior that was jr. ch. 
at S. Dak., but 4th in class here. The 
champion gilt brought $140, the reserve 
$200. A lot of things enter into it. 

The Spotted Poland China boars 
averaged $210, with a top of $1,000 for 
the champ. The 15 gilts went @ $151 
average. 

In the Duroc auction the champion 
boar sold for $470, but the reserve for 
$1,010, because he was son of a Certified 
sire. This certification does mean some- 
thing in $ and ¢. The champion gilt 
brought $330. All the Duroc gilts aver- 
aged $120, the boars $294. 

The Chester White champion boar 
brought $500, the gilt $255. Their sec- 
retary, Levi P. Moore, Rochester, Ind., 
is President of the National Society of 
Purebred Records, I notice—all breeds, 
hogs, cattle, sheep, horses. 

Yes, those Tamworths may have 
paved the way to this whole Meatype 
business. Their secretary, Ralph Waltz, 
is president of the Nat'l Ass'n of Swine 
Records, which sponsors this most mean- 
ingful of stock shows. To it came 
Charles Booz from way out on the Solo- 
mon River in Osborn Co., Kans. He had 
the champion barrow and the champion 
gilt, leaving the champion boar to lowa 
and the reserve to Indiana. 

The longest hog in the show was 
Joe Paul’s crossbred, measuring 32.8”. 
54 live show winners on the hooks aver- 
aged 30.6” in length, 1.42” in depth of 
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backfat, and 4.08 sq. in. of loin-eye. How 
many of your hogs would make 4 sq. in 
of loin-eye? 

There were 6 college teams out for 
the judging contest and of course the 
big hog state of Iowa took it. In the 
junior judging were 55 teams and here 
the Future Farmers from Vinton, Ia., 
won, but a 4-H Club boy from Pleasant 
Valley, name of Kenneth Johnson, was 
high man. 

You know, my boy, that was all 
made possible, seems to me, by the pro- 
gressive, enlightened policy of George 
A. Hormel & Co., packers. I think they 
underwrite it financially too. But I 
notice that Wilson, Oscar Mayer, Cud- 
ahy, Swift, John Morrell, Armour, and 
Rath all had their buyers judging those 
truckloads. The whole shebang shows 
me that pork business is a real busi- 
ness—breeder, farmer, trucker, commis- 
sion man, processor, retailer, housewife, 
all. And we're glad to have the key 
Position, aren't we? 





PURDUE SWINE DAY 


Sorry we missed it, but we had to 
get a picture of those pork chops! Ralph 
Poulton was there, tho, and he said they 
said to separate runt pigs at weaning and 
feed a complete mixed ration until they 
reach 100 Ibs., fortifying the feed with 
50 to 100 grams of antibiotic. That's 
about as much as 4 or 5 grains of wheat 
per ton of feed. . . . They fed 12 Ibs. 
of good corn silage a day to their brood 
sows and cut cost per pig by 25% 
Don’t get your sows too fat; a gain of 
60 to 75 Ibs. during gestation is about 
right. . . . It cost the Purdue hogmen 
from $8.00 to $8.50 a cwt. to make pork, 
just the feed cost, that is. 





They Watch Details 


Now let's go to a real 
hog farm down in Chariton Co., Mo., 
and see what they are doing. Bob Seck 
just got back from army service in 
Alaska to the 860 acre farm of his 
father, Joe Seck. He found that pigs, 
sired by Landrace boars and out of 
their purebred Hampshire sows are 
Meatype alright, reaching market weight 
from 5 to 15 days earlier. Their cross- 
bred gilts kept as replacements are 
mated to Berkshires. 

Last year the Seck farm marketed 
986 hogs averaging 212 Ibs. at from 
5 mos. 3 days to 6 mos. An average of 
8.4 pigs were weaned from 72 sows 
farrowing last fall and 66 spring litters 
averaged 8.6 pigs weaned. 

Strict sanitation is practiced. 
are washed with warm water and soap 
prior to entering farrowing stalls in the 
centre| house about 5 days before far- 
rowing. From 3 to 4# of special cooling 
and laxative mash are fed daily, except 
on farrowing day when for 24 hours 
only water is supplied. After the second 
day, the feed is stepped up one pound 
per day for 10 days. At that time a full 
feeding of 4 parts ground corn and 
one part of sow-and-pig mash is con 
tinued until weaning at 8 weeks. .

sow is released from the farrowing stall 
twice daily for feed and water. The sow 
and her litter are moved to clean 
pasture on the 10th day. During cold 
weather a system of portable gates is 
used to pen two sows and their pigs 
together indoors. Pigs at all times have 
access to creep feed as they go in or 
out of the sow’s stall. 

When each litter has consumed 
50# of a pre-starter, it is switched to a 
regular pig starter. Joe prefers to pur- 
chase all formula feeds in 50-lb. multi- 
wall paper sacks. He says: “We like 
these paper sacks because they are easy 
to handle and the feed empties out 
clean and easy into the hoppers, Then, 
too, the sacks haven’t been on another 
farm.” 

All hogs receive a mineral supple- 
ment. Sows are retained on a perform- 
ance basis and each litter is identified

from birth until marketing. The sows 
are earmarked and the herd book carries 
the sow’s number, date due to farrow, 
delivery date, number of pigs farrowed, 
number of pigs farrowed previous lit- 
ter, and number of pigs died or de- 
stroyed before leaving the farrowing 
house. A card identifying the sow and 
carrying other pertinent information is 
attached to each farrowing stall 

Between farrowing seasons the house 
is cleaned with a steam jenny and 
scrubbed with a lye solution. Shavings 
are used for bedding. A handily located 
pan of disinfectant is used for disinfect- 
ing shoes of farm visitors and feedmen, 
both upon arriving and when leaving 
the farm. 

Aluminum roof and sides of farrow- 
ing house reflect summer heat, and in- 
sulation protects in cold weather. Venti- 
lators insure good air circulation and 
thermostatically-controlled heaters main- 
tain constant temperature. Heat bulbs 
insure comfort of newborn pigs. 

Pigs are earmarked and wolf teeth 
clipped when one day old. Boar pigs 
are castrated at 10 days and pigs are 
wormed at 8 weeks with cadmium oxide 
in feed. Pigs are vaccinated shortly be- 
fore weaning. If after weaning, it is 
delayed about one week to avoid shock 
of both. 

Pastures have plenty of shade and 
creeps are located on 60’ x 30’ concrete 
slab. Market pigs are finished in dry 
lots paved with concrete and adjacent 
to permanent housing. Joe works closely 
with the University of Missouri and is 
a member of the Missouri Swine Breed- 
ers’ Association and the Farm Bureau.

(from page 6) are selling at $20-23 a 
head on the range, three-year-old solid- 
mouths at $15-18 and short-term breed- 
ers at $7-10.50. Stock ewe lambs have 
sold at $19-21.50 a cwt. 

Wait for a price bulge if you have 
lambs to sell. Be sure they are fat. Buy 
feeders if you can find bargains. If you 
want to start a flock, buy now even if 
you have to pay more. 

Wool prices continue in a slight up- 
trend caused by small domestic stocks, 
increasing mill consumption and strength 
in foreign markets—where over half of 
our requirements must be bought. Price 
support on the 1957 clip will again be 
at 62¢ a grease pound, the same as on 
the 1955 and 1956 clips. Since growers 
have just received their first incentive 
payment, USDA believes it is too early 
to measure the full effect of this sup- 
port level on production.

Milk and butterfat prices will 
average higher than last season. With | 
both production and prices up, dairy- | 
men will take in more cash than a year | 
earlier. Costs will be higher, too, but 
you dairymen who have culled closely 
to get larger production per cow will 
have somewhat slightly greater net in- 
comes than a year previous. 


Feed grain prices in the next few 
months probably will continue higher 
than last year. Corn prices are dipping 
during harvest. The crop is 150-200 mil- 
lion bushels bigger than was needed. 
Finding crib space for all of it will be 
a problem in some areas, so sales will 
be heavy in the next few weeks. Prices 
are likely to be at levels that will make 
feeding to livestock attractive. Corn will 
be the most abundant grain, but it may 
not be the cheapest. Including carry- 
over, the supply of corn is about 6% 
larger than last year, while oats supplies 
are down 16%, barley down 8% and 
sorghums down 23%. Much of the corn 
carryover is tied up in the support pro- 
gram, however. Price supports for corn 
are relatively higher than for other feed 





grains. Growers eligible for the full | 


loan will want to store all the corn they | 
can. You well may be able to buy non- | 
compliance corn for substantially less | 


than the loan value of your own. For 
those who will need more grain sor- | 
ghums, stocking up soon is likely to 
pay off. 

Protein feeds aren’t likely to get | 
much cheaper in the next few months. | 
Currently, production of oilmeals, tank- | 


Buying well ahead is advisable on any 
price dip. Soybean meal is likely to be 
the cheapest protein source throughout 
the soybeanbelt and nearby areas. 

Hay prices probably will trend 
moderately upward until midwinter. 
The supply is down 3 million tons from 
last year. There are more hay-using 
animals than last season. Fall pastures 
have been poor in many sections and 
range feed is poorest at this season since 
1934. The government subsidy on pur- 
chase of hay and roughage for drouth 
counties wil increase demand. Stocking 
up for 3 oaths ahead appears to be a 
good plan _r those who need to buy.

Tue wool incentive will be 
62¢ a tb., 101% of parity, for the 1957 
marketing year, beginning at shearing 
time next April Ist. Mohair will be 
supported at 70¢, and if you sell un- 
shorn lambs, you can get the pulled 
wool compensating payment. 

Payments totaling $55,000,000 (out 
of the tariff paid on imported fleeces) 
have been made on the 1955 crop. You 
were entitled to $44.90 for every $100 
you received for your wool, and 77¢ 
per cwt. of your unshorn lambs. 

The wool program for 1957 is pre- 
cisely what the representative of the 
National Sheep Association, Mr. J. R. A. 
Monks of Dinwiddie Farm, Middleburg, 
Va., outlined at the’ meeting in the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture's office to recom- 
mend the procedure for next year. 


A.S.P.C.'s New Directors 


Effective March 1, 1957, one dele- 
gate to the American Sheep Producers 
Council will be chosen for each $25,000, 
or major fraction thereof, that you sheep 
farmers pay in (1¢ a Ib. is the incentive 
deduction) for the promotion of lamb 
and wool. One director of ASPC will 
be allowed for each $100,000. This will 
provide 30 directors and 122 delegates 
from the states (districted into 5 re- 
gions) plus 10 directors at large from 8 
farm and marketing groups, with 15 
delegates. Your Nat'l Sheep Ass’n, Inc., 
was accorded no representation and the 
purebred sheep industry has none, as 
such. Vice-Pres. Roy Warrick represented 
NSA at the Denver meeting. 

In Region I, the states of Me., N. 
H., Ve., Conn. N. Y., Pa, N. J., and 
Atlantic Seaboard, have 4 delegates and 
1 director; Ohio 4 and 1; Ind. & Ill. to 
gether 4 and 1; Ky., Tenn., Ala. & La., 
4 and 1; Mich. & Wis.

(from page 7) at Stensbygaard farm ay 
eraged 14,345 Ibs. of 4.49% milk. During 
a research test that same herd increased 
its production to 22,200 Ibs. of milk. 
Admittedly, the American Red Danes 
are not yet doing that well. But for Sani- 
lac County dairymen they are almost 
doubling the outputs of the cows they 
replaced. 

In 1939 Basil Redmond’s herd of 
undetermined breeding averaged 260 
Ibs. butterfat, Last year, his 18 cow herd 
of Red Danes—85% are registered— 
averaged 405 Ibs. fat from 10,109 Ibs 
milk. Best of all, they returned some 
$250 each over feed costs. This year's 
average will reach 440 Ibs. of fat. One 
cow, on her second lactation, and after 
a ketosis atiack, has already yielded 
11,954 Ibs. of milk with 425 Ibs. of fat 
in 188 days. Harry Prowse’s Red Cow 
Ranch herd of 125 head averaged 363 
Ibs. of fat last year when more than 
half were first lactation heifers; they 
will exceed 400 Ibs. this year. One of 
Donald Lilley’s Red Danes has given 
108,480 Ibs. of milk with 5,161 Ibs. of 
fat in 11 lactations. In 8 lactations, a 
cow owned by Prowse has made 81,220 
Ibs. of milk with 3,713 Ibs. of fat, a re- 
turn of more than $320 over feed custs. 


A study of the bulls tells a like 
story. One bull’s 47 daughters recently 
showed 81 records averaging 10,108 Ibs 
of milk with 443 Ibs. of fat. Another's 
60 daughters with 72 records averaged 
11,316 lbs. milk with 434 Ibs. fat. Sev 
eral Red Danish bulls at stud with the 
Michigan Artificial Breeders Association 
are proving themselves equally well. 

The American Red Danish Cattle 
Association with offices at the home of 
its Secretary-Treasurer, Harry Prowse, 
Marlette, Mich., has grown from the 
time of its inception eight years ago 
There are now 242 members in 17 states. 
The herd book is also growing fast. As 
of May 1, 1956, it included 181 males 
and 276 females.

(from page 5) or in the pasture noting 
how his lambs are growing, or how the 
new seeding is doing. During the haying 
season you might see the owner out in 
the hayfield giving Glen Clark a hand. 


It quite apparent that Adlai 
Stevenson likes to live close to nature. 
He delights in being out in the country 
among growing things. He is quite a 
rose grower. Many of the native oak 
trees have not been cut down on his 
farm; there are still considerable areas 
of native timber there. In addition to 
the native woodland, numerous fruit 
trees and flowering shrubs have been 
planted to advantage. Flowers and vege- 
tables also receive their share of at- 
tention at the Stevenson home. Mr. Ste- 
venson likes to sit down to the table 
and enjoy the fresh fruits and vegetables 
raised right on his own farm.

The numerous trees about the farm 
present a problem at times, especially 
after a storm, when branches are blown 
off. Because the owner is very particular 
about having the place neat and tidy, he 
may often be seen picking up things 
that are out of place. Mr. Stevenson 
is a firm believer in efficiency and won't 
tolerate anything that interferes with 
getting a job done on time. 


Adlai is not hesitant to seek the ad- 
vice of those he believes qualified to give 
him help. This summer, as on previous 
occasions, Mr. Stevenson sought the help 
of the Farin Adviser, Ray Nicholas, who 
is the Agricultural Extension Service rep- 
resentative in Lake County. He wanted 
to find out about soil testing and treat- 
ment, and soil improvement. A few years 
ago he had his entire farm tested for 
limestone and available phosphorus and 
potassium. Limestone and rock phos- 
phate were applied in accordance with 
the tests to correct the acidity, and phos- 
phorus deficiency. The health and vigor 
of his sheep flock may be attributed to 
the fact that the soil is well supplied 
with plant food which promotes lux- 
uriant forage. This fall, a part of the 
farm will be retested and fertilized as 
the Farm Adviser recommends, 


One wonders how a man with so 
many interests can find time to be in- 
terested in a farm and a flock of sheep 
The fact remains that he does. And when 
he’s talking to the county agent (farm 
adviser in Illinois) about his farm, his 
whole attention is on the farming en- 
terprise. With all his interests, Adlai has | 
found time to be a father to three fine 
boys. One of the sons, John Fell, became 
interested in Yorkshire swine last year. 
He purchased a purebred gilt which far- 
rowed a litter of 10. However, the 
young owner went away to school, and 
so sheep still remain the chief enterprise 
on this Lake County farm. In Governor 
Stevenson the flock of Suffolks has a 
first-class shepherd.

identical rations. One lot was implanted 
with Synovex; a second group was stil- 
bestrol-fed; the third lot was the con- 
trol. At the end of the 3-month feed- 
ing period, the implanted steers made an 
average daily gain of 3.03 Ibs., com- 
pared to 2.64 Ibs. for the stilbestrol-feds 
and 2.3 lbs. for the control steers. “Feed 
consumption per 100 Ibs. gain,” Prof. 
Deans reported, “was lowest for im- 
planted steers, thus indicating greater 
feed efficiency due to natural hormone 
stimulation.” The rate of gain for Sy- 
novex-implanted animals, according to 
the report, was significantly faster than 
for either of the other two lots. 

Other findings of the 
trials are: 


Michigan 


(1) Steers implanted with Sy- 
novex showed a marked increase in ap- 
petite one week after implantation, 
which was maintained all during the 3 
months. The stilbestrol-fed cattle did 
not show an appetite gain until about 
30 days after stilbestrol feeding started. 

(2) Increased gain in implanted 
steers was measurable 30 days after the 
trial started; stilbestrol-fed cattle did not 
evidence increased gains until 60 days 
feeding.

Ture flocks of sheep aver- 
aged over two lambs a ewe in a na- 
tional lambing competition just held in 
Britain by the “Farmer and Stock-Breed- 
er.” It was open to any flock of 30 
ewes or more in the United Kingdom 
which began lambing on or after Jan. | 
Lambs had to be raised to weaning stage. 

Leading flock was that of Staniey 
Stephenson, of Yorkshire. Mr. Stephen- 
son farms 237 windswept acres in north 
England; the work of shepherding is 
done by himself and wife jointly. Mr. 
Stephenson's 68 ewes, crossed with a Suf- 
folk ram, produced 145 lambs, thus 
scoring a percentage of 213. Only one 
lamb was lost at lambing time, and 16 
sets of triplets were born. 

Second highest percentage, 210, was 
gained by David Gemmill, of Cam- 
bridgeshire, in south-eastern England, 
whose 50 ewes reared 105 lambs. His 
flock was started in 1953 with 50 Suf- 
folk cross Scotch Half-Bred (Leicester- 
Cheviot) ewe lambs. These have been 
crossed with a Suffolk ram. Mr. Gemmill 
acts as his own shepherd, and his ewes 
serve as scavengers for his dairy herd, 
moving around the 567-acre farm after 
the cows. The ewes lamb in mid-March, 
and Mr. Gemmill aims to sell the lambs 
fat at 3 months. 

Third flock to average more than 
two lambs a ewe is that of S. Brooks, 
not far from London. His 47 Scotch 
Half-Bred ewes were put to a Wiltshire 
Horn ram and reared 95 lambs, result 
ing in a percentage of 202. Mr. Brooks’ 
farm of 450 acres is on heavy land; in 
winter the sheep have to graze old 
pasture or leys due for plowing-up.—
